When we see what 
Hitler did to Simpson, then we get 
a pretty good idea what he is try- 
ing to do in Spain.” 

W TO HELP SPAIN 

“I hate Hitler and Mussolini,” 
said Oscar Mendez, a Spaniard who 
has been shipping out ever since 
1912. “Many of my friends and 
myself have written to the Spanish 
Ambassador to see if we can’t go 
back to Spain and fight against 
fascism. Meanwhile, we fight it 
whatever way we can.” 

Twenty-two-year-old Be mas 
Marsh, a Negro who has been a 
seaman since the age of 18, told 
why he and the three other Negroes 
had come with the delegation. 

“Of course, as a seaman, I wanted 
to help Simpson. But you can put 
this down too: Hitler doesn’t like 


he snubbed the Negro winners at 
the Olympics. The whole world 
should organize to keep fascism out 
of Spain and keep Spain for the 
Spaniards. Hundreds of years ago, 
they used to have Holy Crusades. 
There should be a modern crusade 
to save Spain and democracy.”

They must be made to live among the peo- 
ples of the two continents. 

There will be tendencies in this confer- 
ence at Buenos Aires that will seek to give 
President Roosevelt’s statements a Hitler 
twist. We cannot forget that Brazil’s terror- 
istic gang of government officials sit in this 
conference—Brazil, whose governmental of- 
fices are manned by Hitler agents. We can- 
not overlook the fact that Nazi and Italian 
fascist stooges sit as delegates from other 
Latin-American “governments.” 

The Voelkischer Beobachter, mouthpiece 
of Hitler, gave these international tools of 
the fascists a tip in its editorial comment on 
the Roosevelt address. The Associated Press 
quotes that Hitler sheet to the effect that 
the South American nations, being “Geneva 
tired” and shocked by the Spanish civil war, 
are more than willing to be isolated from 
Europe and to form “a pan-American anti- 
war front.” 

This false “isolationist” propaganda is 
not for the purpose of keeping the Americas 
out of war. It is for the purpose of making 
them forget Europe, in order that the war- 
makers may have a free hand. Against such 
fatal propaganda of the fascists, the confer- 
ence must take a firm stand. It can do 80: 
1. Through mutual assistance agreement 
against the aggressors on the two American 
continents, and 2. By collaboration with the 
peace forces of the world, particularly the 
Soviet Union, in mutual assistance pacts for 
the peace of the world. 

On the Inter-American Conference, there 
should be engraved these words in definite 
actions taken: PEACE IN THE AMERICAS 
AND SUPPORT FOR PEACE IN THE 
WORLD. a 


A Splendid Opportunity for 
The American Labor Part 


Mayor LaGuardia’s budget for 1937 has 
been adopted by the Board of Aldermen with 
little change from its original form. 

It is a far cry from what a progressive 
people’s budget should be. It makes only 
meager concessions to the needs of the peo- 
ple of New York through partial restoration 
of the pay cuts of city employes and smal! 
increases in the funds for social welfare. 

As against this, fully 30 per cent of the 
budget, about $161,000,000, is appropriated 
to pay principal and interest to the Wall 
Street bankers. An additional $8,500,000 is 


set aside as the bankers’ reserve. 


The bankers’ pound of flesh is being taken 
out of the health and happiness of the people 
of New York. A truly progressive budget, 
such as was proposed by I. Amter, Commu- 
nist candidate for President of the Board of 
Aldermen, would eliminate the debt service 


through a moratorium and cancel the bank- 


ers’ reserve. 

This and the enactment of a tax on high 
income and accumulated wealth would make 
possible greatly increased appropriations for 
relief, schools, hospitals, etc., and the repeal 
of the sales tax. 

Next year’s municipal elections provide a 
splendid opportunity for getting a different 
kind of budget than the one adopted by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Both the Tammany and Republican reac- 
tionaries see their opportunity in the 1937 
elections. They are already laying their plans 
to elimb into power, perhaps in the mask of 
a fake progressivism. 

Now is the time for the American La- 
bor Party to start work to defeat these 
reactionary plans. If, instead of restricting 
its membership, the Labor Party broadens 
its present organization to include all the 
progressive forces in the city, it can elect 
its candidate for mayor. 
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MeNaboe Should Read 
The Election Returns 


McNaboe, rousing himself from a long 
silence, ran amok Sunday with the charge 
that Cornell University was a “center of 
revolutionary Communistic propaganda.” He 
then opened up against the Teachers’ Union, 
the American Civil Liberties, and everything 
else in sight.

HAS always amazed sports lovers when they read that 
champion swimmers, champion boxers and champion 
basketball players come from the teeming sidewalks of 
New York. 

A westerner once told me that he considered it miracu- 
lous that in spite of living in crowded city streets under 
a pall of factory smoke and dust, athletes who rise to the 
top of the heap claim the city for their homes. 

A little study could have given the reason. New Yori: 
City kids, especially those who live on the East or West 
Side, or who reside in those sections of the Bronz, Brook- 
lyn, Queens or Richmond kick are adjacent to bodies of 
water, at the age of five or thereabouts take to the docks 
and piers for swimming. 

You can see them diving and swimming in the murky 
currents of the East River, the Hudson, or the bay on 
any hot day, their underwear doing duty as bathing suits. 

If they can live through the diseases spread by 
the filth that fills the city’s waterways and do not 
drown in the wild currents and tides that abound, 
they turn out to be fine swimmers and athletes. It 
is very often a question of survival against odds 
that kids in other parts of the country do not have 

: to face. 
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Humans Are a Pushover . 

Therefore when these youngsters find themselves 

faced by mere human competition, they find little trouble 
in conquering it. 

The.same line of reasoning applies to boxing. Kids 
who have had to use their fists ever since they were able 
to walk in order to protect a good corner for selling pap- 
ers or shining shoes, are pretty handy with their fists 
when they grow up. 

You will find those very .slum kids at the tops of their 
divisions in boxing. This does not hold true in the case 

of heavyweights. The pressure of the big cities seems to 
prevent their growing into 200-pounders. It seems to 
keep them small, wityand tough. 

I cannot think of a great lightweight of recent years 
who was not a city slum kid. The same holds true of the 
bantams and many of the welters and middleweights. 

The bigger boys come from the farms where they get 
a chance to grow, but the lads who shine in the lighter di- 
visions all secm to come from the streets of the big towns.
